titioners desired the Council to look 
into the matter. 

Councilmen Woodbridge and Lam- 
brigger asked the spokesmen if they 
had any proof that whiskey and 
beer were being unlawfully sold 
here, and they replied that they did 
not have any tangible proof. At 
times the discussion waxed rather 
warm, Mayor Woodbridge stating 
that saddling the City Council with 
rumors and nothing more was un- 
fair to the Councfl, as rumors 
-meant nothing as they were always 
with us. 

Rev. Stone stated that it was not 
his desire to see those whom Dame 
Rumor said were dealing in liquor 
unlawfully, punished severely, or ev- 
en fined, but he believed that if an 
investigating committee was appoint- 
ed from the Council and the rumor 
run to earth and if there was any 
foundation for the rumor _ those 
breaking the law informed that un- 
less they ceased operations they 
would be brought into court, that the 
desired end would be reached. Af-
